We  are  well  over 
the  350  member  mark  with  our  fall  sign  up  of  new  members.  We  should  see  a lot 
of  growth  in  ILNA  in  the  next  two  years.

“Fish  Scales” 

A Brief  History  of  the  Silver  Three  Cent  Piece 
by  J.  Zillion,  Westlake  Rare  Coins 


During  the  year  1851,  Congress  was  faced  with  a dilemma.  A bill  was  being  formulated  ; 
that  would  lower  prepaid  postage  rates  from  five  to  three  cents.  The  problem  that  arose 
was  how  the  new  stamps  could  be  purchased  by  the  general  public.  Silver  dollars,  halves 
and  even  quarters  were  being  shipped  in  large  quantities  and  resold  in  Europe,  where 
silver  values  had  made  them  worth  more  than  face  value.  Although  some  foreign  silver 
coins  were  still  being  used  as  legal  tender  in  America,  they  too  were  now  being  hoarded 
for  their  intrinsic  value.  A quick  solution  was  desperately  needed. 

In  an  attempt  to  remedy  the  problem.  Sen.  Daniel  S.  Dickinson  of  New  York  added  a 
clause  to  the  Act  of  March  3,1851,  authorizing  a three  cent  piece  in  a high  grade  bullion 
(75%  silver,  25%  copper)  composition.  A design  by  James  B.  Longacre  featuring  a 
shield  centered  within  a six-pointed  star  was  chosen,  primarily  because  of  its  easy-to- 
strike  lower  relief  design.  The  reverse  design  featured  a Roman  numeral  III  surrounded 
by  an  ornate  “C”.  Production  began  at  the  end  of  June  1851,  with  the  new  pieces  seeing 
widespread  and  heavy  circulation,  not  only  at  post  offices,  but  in  general  commerce  as 
well. 

Despite  their  widespread  use,  the  new  “trime”  soon  became  unpopular.  The  public

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found  them  easy  to  lose  and  quick  to  become  dirty  and  discolored,  leading  to  their  being 
dubbed  “fish  scales”.  Nonetheless,  for  a full  two  years,  they  were  the  only  readily 
available  U.S.  coin  smaller  in  denomination  than  a gold  dollar. 

In  February  1853,  an  act  was  passed  changing  the  weights  of  silver  coins  so  as  to  make 
melting  unprofitable.  The  content  of  the  three  cent  piece  was  changed  to  90%  silver, 
but  at  a lower  weight.  To  denote  the  change,  Longacre  added  2 extra  outlines  to  the 
obverse  star  and  olive  sprigs  & arrows  around  the  “HI”  on  the  reverse.  This  “Type  11” 
design  was  struck  until  1859  when  Mint  Director  Snowden  ordered  Longacre  to  modify 
the  design  in  order  to  improve  striking  quality.  “Type  III”  pieces  featured  2 raised 
outlines  to  star,  narrower  lettering,  and  smaller  numerals.  They  continued  until  they 
were  abolished  by  the  Mint  Act  of  February  12,  1873.  About  5 months  later,  the  Mint 
melted  74,000  of  the  “trimes”,  which  included  some  1862  and  earlier  issues,  almost  the 
entire  production  run  of  1863-72,  and  some  proofs  of  1872  and  1873. 

Scarcer  dates  in  this  series  included  the  1851-0  (the  only  branch  mint  issue),  and  the 
1863-73  issues.  The  series  is  also  known  for  striking  varieties  and  overdates  such  as 
the  1862/1  and  1863/2.  Die  clash  marks  are  also  routinely  seen  on  many  pieces.  No 
matter  what  the  motivation  to  collect  them.  Three  Cent  Silver  pieces  represent  a most 
interesting  and  challenging  series. 


This  is  a regular  series  of  articles  on  paper  money  and  coins  throughout 
the  history  of  our  country.

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Let's  Talk  Currency 

National  Bank  Notes 

by  Tim  Kyzivat  - LaGrange,  Illinois 

National  Bank  Notes  are  the  most  popular  and  widely  collected  of  all  United  States 
currency.  There  are  legions  of  avid  collectors  searching  high  and  low  for  the  notes  that 
they  need  for  their  collections.  Why,  you  ask,  are  they  so  avidly  searching  for  these 
notes?  Only  someone  else  who  is  hooked  on  Nationals,  like  myself,  can  begin  to  explain 
the  lure  of  National  Bank  Notes. 

As  I have  mentioned  in  earlier  columns,  collecting  currency  is  a long-term  proposition. 
It’s  not  a race  to  fill  holes  in  an  album  but  a constant  search  for  notes  that  fit  into  your 
collecting  scheme,  whatever  that  may  be.  I believe  that  the  vast  majority  of  people  who 
collect  Nationals  will  never  “complete”  their  collection.  In  some  cases  the  collection 
can  never  be  completed  as  the  notes  may  never  turn  up,  or  in  some  cases  it  will  never 
be  completed  because  the  scope  of  the  collection  will  always  be  increasing. 

Why  collect  something  that  can  never  be  completed?  It’s  the  tremendous  excitement 
you  feel  when  an  elusive  or  rare  note  shows  up.  It’s  the  thrill  of  the  search  along  with 
the  pride  of  ownership  of  a real  piece  of  history.  Collectors  of  Nationals  have  a 
tremendous  amount  of  knowledge  about  the  notes  that  they  collect  and  are  real  students 
of  the  hobby.  Information  is  exchanged  among  collectors  and  notes  are  proudly  shown 
off  to  friends  and  fellow  collectors.  The  fact  that  Nationals  are  truly  rare  pieces  of 
history  makes  them  so  attractive  to  collect. 

There  is  no  right  or  wrong  way  to  collect  Nationals.  Y our  collection  can  be  as  individual 
as  yourself.  Most  collectors  start  with  a note  from  their  hometown,  or  a surrounding 
town  if  their  town  did  not  have  a national  bank.  If  the  first  note  found  is  a large  size 
note,  perhaps  the  next  addition  is  a small  size  note.  Perhaps  the  next  purchase  is  a note 
from  another  charter  period,  such  as  a Bro^vn  Back  or  Red  Seal  to  go  with  the  already 
purchased  Blue  Seal.  There  are  different  denominations  to  collect.  How  about  a type 
1 and  type  2 small  size?  You  can  see  how  the  collection  can  grow.  What  about  other 
towns  in  the  area  or  maybe  in  the  same  county?  What  about  more  of  the  surrounding 
counties? 

The  Memphis  Currency  Show  this  past  year  had  an  exceptional  exhibit  of  Nationals  that 
won  the  first  annual  John  Hickman  award.  This  is  named  for  the  person  most 
responsible  for  “hooking”  people  on  Nationals.  John’s  love  of  national  bank  notes  and 
his  enthusiasm  inspired  many  collectors  to  search  for  those  nationals.

To  give  you  an  idea  of  how  a collection  can  start  and  grow,  here  is  how  the  collection 
was  put  together: 

Notes  from:  Jamestown,  NY  first  name  is  James 

Anthony,  KS  middle  name  is  Anthony 

Notes  from  where:  your  mother  grew  up;  your  father  grew  up;  your  father  worked; 

you  were  bom;  you  went  to  college;  your  family  has  a summer 
home;  you  had  your  first  job;  you  have  lived  over  the  years;  a 
town  with  same  name  as  your  street;  and  probably  some  more ! ! 

1 think  you  can  see  how  this  started  as  an  innocent  little  collection  of  perhaps  a couple 
of  notes  and  slowly  grew  into  a superb  collection  as  more  and  more  notes  were  added. 
These  are  generally  not  rare  notes  but  ones  that  have  a special  interest  to  the  collector. 
If  you  stop  to  take  a minute  and  think  about  how  you  would  start  a collection  like  this 
for  yourself,  you  can  see  how  this  can  grow  and  become  a fiin  collection  that  would  be 
a challenge  to  put  together.  My  friend  may  be  through  with  his  collection,  but  ITl  bet 
there  are  more  notes  waiting  to  be  found  as  more  ideas  come  to  him. 

A friend  of  mine  started  collecting  nationals  when  he  innocently  asked  me  to  watch  for 
a note  from  his  hometown.  I commented  that  they  were  not  rare  but  did  not  show'  up 
very  often.  He  mentioned  very  proudly  to  me  one  day  at  a show  that  he  had  found  the

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note  he  wanted.  He  seemed  very  happy  to  have  found  this  note.  A little  research  on  his 
part  revealed  that  there  were  other  towns  in  the  same  county  that  issued  notes.  He  and 
his  wife  have  become  avid  collectors  of  notes  for  their  county  and  have  added  several 
very  nice  notes  to  their  collection  and  are  searching  for  more.  I think  it’s  safe  to  say  that 
they  have  become  hooked  and  are  enjoying  their  collecting.  Who  knows  how  big  their 
collection  may  become?  I think  there  are  other  notes  out  there  that  they  would  like  to 
find-and  I’m  sure  they’ll  find  them. 

The  state  of  Illinois  had  many  banks  and  towns  that  issued  nationals.  It  is  a popular  state 
with  many  collectors  and  several  attempting  to  collect  a note  from  every  town! ! Very 
ambitious  and  I feel  something  that  may  be  accomplished. 

In  future  columns  I will  talk  more  about  nationals,  and  especially  Illinois  nationals.  I 
hope  that  I have  grabbed  your  attention  and  sparked  a little  interest  in  National  Bank 
Notes.

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MAKING  SENSE 

by  John  D.  Wright,  NLG 

The  year  1805  is  another  landmark  in  human  history,  but  of  little  import  in  U.S. 
coinage. 

Napoleon  crowns  himself  with  the  old  iron  crown  of  the  Lombard  kings.  French  troops 
prepare  to  invade  Britain,  but  Nelson  blockades  the  fleet  at  Cadiz  before  it  can  be 
deployed.  The  French  fleet  tries  to  break  thru  the  blockade  and  is  defeated  at  Trafalgar. 
This  victory  establishes  British  naval  dominance  for  the  next  century,  but  Nelson  is  shot 
dead  during  the  engagement  by  a French  sharpshooter.  Today  one  of  the  principal 
landmarks  of  London  is  the  Lord  Nelson  monument  in  Trafalgar  Square. 

The  Indiana  Territory  is  subdivided  this  year,  that  part  north  of  a line  joining  lakes  Erie 
and  Michigan  being  designated  Michigan  Territory. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  barely  survives  a bitter  winter  in  present-day  North 
Dakota,  but  resumes  their  westward  trek  in  the  spring.  They  reach  the  Pacific  in 
November.  The  site  where  they  cross  the  Snake  River  is  now  the  towns  of  Lewiston, 
Idaho  and  Clarkston,  Oregon. 

The  first  American  covered  bridge  spans  the  Schuykill  River  near  Philadelphia.  The 
bridge  is  roofed  and  sided  to  prevent  snow  from  blocking  it.  Soon  covered  bridges  will 
be  found  all  across  the  northern  United  States.

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The  U.S.  mint  in  Philadelphia  strikes  2Va  million  coins  this  year  in  eight  denominations, 
most  of  these  being  cents  and  half  cents.  For  every  hundred  coppers  coined  in  1 805  there 
are  twenty-five  silver  pieces  and  only  two  gold  pieces.  No  dollars  or  eagles  are  struck 
this  year.  Far  the  rarest  U.S.  denomination  of  1805  is  the  quarter  eagle,  with  a mintage 
almost  exactly  that  of  the  1794  dollar  (fewer  than  1800  pieces). 

Cents  of  1 805  were  struck  from  two  pair  of  dies  in  three  combinations.  Even  the  scarcest 
cent  variety  of  1805  (S.268)  is  rather  easy  to  find,  so  most  large  cent  collectors  consider 
this  a rather  boring  year.  But  even  the  most  boring  large  cents  contain  nuggets  of 
! fascination.  The  first  1805  cent  obverse  comes  with  a boldly  doubled  5,  especially 
> evident  on  early  strikes.  And  the  other  1805  cent  obverse  has  a peculiar  die  damage: 

a horizontalbar  across  the  back  of  head  between  the  bow  and  highest  curl.  The  first  1805 
; cent  reverse  has  the  highest  leaf  under  the  final  S of  ST  ATES,  while  the  second  has  this 
: leaftip  right  of  the  S. 

The  scarcest  1805  cent  — certainly  not  rare  — is  the  mule  with  the  first  obverse  and 
; second  reverse:  undamaged  head  (doubling  on  5 is  weak  or  absent)  with  high  leaf  right 
I of  S.  Unfortunately  for  the  cherrypicker,  even  the  scarcest  1805  cent  commands  little 
I or  no  premium.  But  they  ARE  a lot  of  FUN  — and  they  ARE  inexpensive  talismans 
I of  a fascinating  time.
